Subject:—Bye-clections from3-GwaIior Parliamentary Constituency, 10-Sidhi (ST) Parliamentary Constituency and 
1 53-Udaipura Assembly Constituency in the State of Madhya Pradesh—Revision of electoral rolls. 

O.N. 15(E).—Whereas, the general elections to the House of People from the State of Madhya Pradesh and the 
I..egislativc Assembly of the State of Madhya Pradesh was held in 2004 and 2003; respectively; and 

Whereas, the electoral rolls of the State of Madhya Pradesh were last revised with reference to 1 st January, 2006 
as the qualifying date; and 

Whereas, seats of Shri Ramsevak Singh (Babuji) and Shri Chandra Pratap Singh in the House of the People, 
elected from 3-Gwalior Parliamentary Constituency and 10-Sidhi (ST) Parliamentary Constituency respectively in the state 
of Madhya Pradesh have become vacant due to cessation of their membership on the order of the Speaker, l-ok Sabha on 
23-12-2005; and 

Whereas, a Writ Petition No. 1 of 2006 and certain I'ransferred Cases were filed before the Supreme Court of India 
challenging the order of the Speaker, and the Supreme Court had directed on 3rd April, 2006 that the bye-election to fill the 
said vacancy may not be held, pending the above cases; and 

Whereas, the Supreme Court has pronounced its judgment dismissing all these cases on 10-01-2007; and 

Whereas, one casual vacancy occurred in the Madhya Pradesh legislative Assembly by reason of resignation 
of Shri Rampal Singh on 14-11-2006, elected to that Assembly from 153-Udaipura Assembly Constituency; and 

Whereas, bye-elections are now lo be held for the purpose of filling the said vacancies; and 

Whereas, the qualifying date in relation to the preparation or revision of electoral rolls means the 1st day of the 
January of the year in which it is so prepared or revised as per Section 14(b) of the Representation of the People Act, 1950; 
and . 

Whereas, it has been a amsistent policy of the Comims.sion not to leave any part of the country un-represented 
for a long time and accordingly to fill the casual vacancy within the time stipulated by Section 151A of the Representation 
of People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951); and 

Whereas, the process of the revision of the electoral roils with reference to 1st January, 2007 in the Slate of 
Madhya Pradesh has not yet started; and 

Whereas, the bye-elcclions to fill the aforesaid casual vacancies cannot be postponed till the electoral rolls are 
revised with reference to 1-1-2007 as the qualifying date as that would mean leaving the constituencies un-represented 
beyond the period specified in Section 151A of the representation of the People Act, 1951 and the Commission will have 
to certify, in consultation with the Central Government, that it is difficult to hold the bye-election within the said period; 

Now. therefore, the Commission, for the aforesaid reasons, hereby directs under Section 21(2)(a)(ii) read with the 
proviso to Section 21(2) of the Representation of the People Act, 1950 that aforesaid bye-elections to the 3-Gwalior 
Parliamentary Cbnslituency, 10-Sidhi (ST) Parliamentary Constituency and 153-Udaipura Assembly Constituency in the 
Stale of Madhya Pradesh shall be conducted on the basis of the existing electoral rolls revised with reference to 1st 
January, 2006 as the qualifying date.
